Wonder where your tax dollars 
are going? To a large degree they 
pay Andover’s employees — the peo- 
ple who mow the grass, teach the 
kids and arrest the criminals in town. 

That’s why, following the failed 
attempt to override Prop. 2/ to 
maintain services, Andover officials 


are saying they’re considering sig- 
nificant budget cuts — including lay- 
offs. 

Andover will pay about $4 mil- 
lion more in salaries next year than it 
did this year, says Selectman Brian 
Major.

State settles firefighters’ pact 


Higher salaries, more detail pay, cash for not using sick days

Andover firefighters will see 
higher base salaries and increased 
pay for details during the next 
three years, as a result of the con- 
tract decided this week by a state 
arbiter. 

The agreement ended a 
months-long standoff that includ- 
ed bitter accusations and public 
protests by the firefighters.

“I’m glad it’s settled, but I’m 
disappointed it had to happen this 
way,” says Lt. Jim Cuticchia, 
vice-president. of the 77-member 
firefighters union.

The town pays millions of 
dollars to its employees every 
year, but is it enough to cover 
the cost of living in Andover? 

Jim Cuticchia is a 22-year 
veteran of the Andover fire 
department who made $80,979 
last year. He lives on Green- 
wood Road. “It’s the family 
property. (Otherwise) I wouldn't 
be able to afford to live in town,” 
he says. 

A person who buys a house 
in Andover for $300,000 is fac- 
ing a mortgage and property 
taxes that add up to more than 
$3,000 a month, he adds. 
“Unless you have an income in 
excess of $100,000, you don’t 
| have a shot at it.” 

Yet, the median household 
income in Andover is $87,683, 
according to the 2000 census.

In the past, Andover has been 
refused grant requests because 
of its affluence. But, if passed, 
Tucker's proposed program 
would be different, promises 
Tucker.

Town: Too costly

Andover public employees 
will not have a cash incentive to 
retire early this year. 

Selectmen have decided not 
to enact the state’s Early Retire- 
ment Incentive, a one-time pro- 
gram that authorizes municipali- 
ties to tack up to five years onto 
an employee’s seniority, encour- 
aging the person to retire early. 
In addition to his or her pension, 
that employee would receive a 
one-time stipend ranging from a 
few hundred to several thousand 
dollars. 

The plan would have allowed 
as many as 151 Andover 
employees to retire early by Dec. 
31 of this year. 

Enacting the plan only makes 
sense if the town plans to lay off 
employees, officials agreed - 
and no one is ready to make that 
call yet. 

Adopting the ERI would 
mean the town would have to 
pay the pensions, the benefits 
and the bonus stipend to every 
employee that chose to retire. 
Most of those jobs would need 
to be filled again, at the same 
salary or, possibly, a higher one. 

“We can’t afford it,” said 
Selectman Mary Lyman. 

“T realize there are some 
employees who have put in 
many years of service, and it 
would be a reward for them,” 
agreed Selectman John Hess.

The payroll problem 

Close to 1,100 people are 
employed by the community of 
Andover. Though state and local 
officials were urging restraint 
last year, Andover’s employee 
base still grew, because it needed 
to staff the two new schools that 
opened in September. 

“The town side was able to 
say no new staffing increases 
and hold the line,” says Tina 
Girdwood, chairwoman of the 
School Committee. “We, obvi- 
ously, couldn’t say that. We were 
opening two new schools and 
trying to maintain a level of ser- 
vices.” 

The schools spent about $34 
million on salaries last year, says 
Tony Torrisi, finance director. 
The town spent about $19.5 mil- 
lion. 

It follows that the depart- 
ments with the most employees 
receive the biggest percentages 
of Andover’s total budget of 
more than $100 million. The 
schools, with a staff of about 700 
people, receive about $47 mil- 
lion. Public safety takes $10.7 
million. Combined, that’s more 
than half the town’s total budget 
alone. 

“My personnel costs are my 
biggest expense,” says Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo. “But you 
need the personnel here to per- 
form the function.” 


Public safety 

Public-safety workers 
police officers and firefighters 
not only perform their functions, 
they account for 17 of the town s 
20 top-paid employees For 
many of them, a good chunk of 
their pay comes from overtime 
and detail work 

“If you removed the overtime 
figure, the salaries would be 
much lower,” says Chief Pattul 
lo. “I’m understaffed, and 
because of understaffing, | need 
to fill vacancies on an overtime 
basis, and it boosts their individ- 
ual salaries up.”

While private-sector employ- 
ees may see their raises rise and 


fall with the economy or their 


company’s success, Andover 
workers are guaranteed specific 
raises every year. In addition to 
those raises, employees can be 
awarded other pay increases 
bonuses and stipends for educa- 
tional degrees, training, longevi- 
ty and more. 

For each of the first 14 years a 
teacher is employed by Andover, 
his or her salary is bumped up by 
a percentage increase, which 
varies from year to year. Again, 
in addition to that increase, 
teachers recetve a negotiated 
percent raise. This year, teach- 
ers’ salaries will go up 3.1 per- 
cent. Next year, salaries will 
increase 5 percent. 

The firefighters’ new con- 
tract, finalized this week after 
months of disagreement between 
the town and the union, bumps 
employees up 3.75 percent for 
the first year of the contract; 3 
percent for the second year; and 
3.5 percent for the third year (see 
story, page 1). 

But those numbers don’t tell 
the whole story, says Marden, 
FinCom chairwoman. 

“If you have a 3-percent 
salary increase, that doesn’t 
translate to a 3-percent budget 
increase,” she says. “It's more 
like a 4- or 5-percent increase, 
because of all the other stuff.” 

The “other stuff” is benefits, 
stipends, sick and vacation time 
for which employees receive 
extra money. The options vary 
from department to department 

Marden also questions the 
slew of benefits and stipends 
available to employees. For 
example, firefighters get percent 
boosts for things like a college 
degree, EMT certification and a 
driver's license. 

“To me, (firefighters) get 
extra stipends for things that 
should be required as part of 


their job. And I don’t know why 
it has to be that way,” she says. 
“Before you know it, you've cre- 
ated a monster.” 


Is town too generous? 

But Marden does not believe 
Andover offers unreasonably 
high salaries.

Considering Andover’s bud 
getary predicament, should offi 
cials reconsider the way they 
negotiate?

Stapezynski is the first to

“That’s a classic problem 
I’ve been dealing with for the 
umpteen years I've been doing 
| it,” he says. “You would have to 
get your unions to agree lo a 
reduction.” 

As unlikely as that may 
seem, Selectman Brian Major is 
willing to ask unions to do just 
that — renegotiate some of their 
raises, in light of tough times, to 
prevent lay-offs of their fellow 
workers.

| Negotiations: An area to target? 


Some don’t see a problem 

Not everyone thinks that the 
negotiations process could use 
tweaking. Claudia Bach, 
schools superintendent, says 
last year’s teacher bargaining —- 
negotiated in a tight budget 
year — went better than ever 
before 

“The teachers knew what 
the limits were,” she says 
“They took a lower (increase) 
last year when we were open 
ing up our (new) schools.” 

The teachers did indeed go 
down from a 3.5 percent 
increase in 2001 to a 3.1 
increase this year. But the con- 
tract calls for their salaries to 
rise 5 percent in 2003 

Because of agreements like 
that, Andover owes its employ- 
ees $4 million more in salaries 
next year than it paid this year, 
says Major — and he’s not quite 
sure how the town will pay 
them. It might mean cutting 
projects like sidewalks, 
approved at April’s Town 
Meeting. It might mean laying 
off employees, he says 

Stapezynski admits that 
Andover’s salaries are “on the 
high end” for Essex County 
communities. But he says it’s 
worth it 

“What are we getting? Peo- 
ple who know how to do the 
job, can manage the resources 
and watch the taxpayers’ 
money so it’s not spent need- 
lessly and frivolously,” he says.

Andover’s pricey real estate, 
Pattulio says. But that doesn’t 
mean they don’t come back. 

“If you look at the lower end 
of the housing market (in 
Andover), they could probably 
adequately afford to live in the 
community,” he says. 

Then again, some of his offi- 
cers live in town for the very 
reason that Cuticchia states 
inherited property. 

Those are one of the breaks 
you have to catch, believe me,’ 
agrees Fire Chief Chuck Mur- 
nane. He lives on Andover 
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Street — in the same house 
where he grew up. 

About 30 out of 73 firefight- 
ers live in town, says Murnane. 
He blames the real-estate mar- 
ket, rather than their pay, for the 
problem. 

The firefighters’ new contract 
was settled this week after a 
long negotiating war, in which 
union members repeatedly 
threw the cost of living in offi- 
cials’ faces. 

The new contract guarantees 
firefighters a 3.75-percent 
increase on the base salary for 
the first year; a 3-percent 
increase for the second; and a 
3.5-percent increase for the 
third. 

Many firefighters’ and police 
officers’ base salaries are boost- 
ed by overtime pay. 

“But there’s no guarantee to 
that,’ Cuticchia says. “(From 
year to year) you may have a 10 
(to) 20-percent pay swing.” 

That doesn’t guarantee near 
enough security to buy even a 
$250,000 home, claims Mur- 
nane. “That’s way out of the 
range of anyone in the fire 
department,” he says. 
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The median household income in Andover is about $87,

NAMI-Mass (The National 
Alliance for the Mentally Ill of 
Massachusetts), with many 
human service coalitions, has 
worked feverishly this past year 
and still suffers unimaginable 
funding losses. We stand in the 
ashes of a system slashed and 
burned. 

We are presently involved in 
a Voter registration campaign in 
partnership with the NAACP. 
Our “I Vote, | Count” campaign, 
conceived by Ken Steele, a con- 
sumer of mental-health ser- 
vices, is based upon previous 
civil rights programs. Mobiliza- 
tion of voters is a tactical mode 
to prevent further cuts in the 
mental health budget. 

Armed with vision, hope and 
votes we continue to fight for 
the minds of America. Our real- 
ity is not virtual. We are in a 
battle that we can win. Only 
when we reach critical mass 
will we get the necessary sys- 
tem of care that a civilized soci- 
ety requires and deserves.

The Andover Recycling 
Committee and the Department 
of Public Works will sponsor a 
free workshop, “Composting 
Made Easy,” Saturday, Oct. 19, 
from 9 to 10:30 a.m., at the 
Andover water treatment plant 
on Lowell Street near Haggetts 
Pond. 

Composting helps divert 
organic material from the waste 
stream and returns it back to 
nature. In addition to helping the 
environment, composting can 
improve the quality of soil and 
save money. Compost 1s an 
excellent soil supplement, pro- 
viding a wide range of plant 
nutrients slowly over the season 
while improving soil structure. 
It can be used as a potting medi- 
um, lawn top-dressing or mulch, 
and is an excellent substitute for 
peat moss. 

The composting workshop is 
geared toward people new to 
composting. It will cover the 
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basics of how to compost and 
what can and cannot be com- 
posted, plus: 

* How to make composting 
fit a busy schedule 

* How to mix “greens” and 
“browns” 

¢ How to handle all those 
leaves

Seven Hills Foundation Inc. of Worcester is looking to 
buy 29 Juniper Road. Seven Hills spokesman Joe Tosches | 
said the company expects to close on the deal later this | 
month. 

The three-bedroom ranch on Juniper was listed at 
$399,900. Seven Hills offered $390,000 and it was accepted 
by the current homeowners, Tosches said. 

Plans call for adding another bedroom to the home so 
four mentally-challenged adult men can live there. Two of 
them are wheelchair-bound so ramps are also needed. 

“Two of them have family in Andover and these families 
really wanted to stay in Andover,” Tosches said. “We are 
looking at having them move in sometime after the first of | 
the year.” 

This marks the second house in Andover to be purchased | 
by Seven Hills. The company, which has a state contract to 
find housing for folks inappropriately placed in nursing 
homes, bought a ranch at | Kirkland Drive last spring. The | 
five elderly residents currently living there moved in last 
July.

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Local speech’pathologist helps train childre

EW ANDOVER SPEECH 
pathologist Rebecca 
Shafir has some 
advice for parents 
tired of uttering these words: 
“How many times do I have to 
tell you?!” She said it’s up to 
parents to teach kids good lis- 
tening skills by being their chil- 
dren’s role models. 

“Kids mimic these behav- 
iors,” said Shafir. 

Shafir is the author of The 
Zen of Listening, Mindful Com- 
munication in the Age of Dis- 
traction. Last week she joined 
Andover’s Hallowell Center, 
which deals primarily with kids 
and adults who have attention 
deficit disorder. 

“Most headaches and 
heartaches have listening at their 
source,” said Shafir. 

Shafir said that mindful lis- 
tening, “locking into some else’s 
situation, getting into their 
movie,” will decrease the num- 
ber of arguments in the home, 
decrease the power of peer pres- 
sure, increase trust and improve 
school performance. She said 
that creating “a listening cul- 
ture” at home helps train chil- 
dren to be successful people. 

“In a listening culture all par- 
ties value-and respect each 
other’s point of view. Listening 
doesn’t mean agreeing,” said 
Shafir. 

Shafir said that a pitfall for 
some parents that discourages 
open communication with chil- 
dren is offering advice when 
they haven’t asked for it. 

Asking children how they 
think a matter should be 
resolved and listening to their 


response encourages children to 
speak to their parents, she said. 

Another communication pit- 
fall is telling children that some- 
thing they are upset about isn’t 
really a problem. 

“Live the problem with your 
child,” said Shafir. She said that 
when she was in kindergarten 
she brought cupcakes to school 
for her birthday. When she was 
passing them out a kid tripped 
her. “The cupcakes flew,” she 
said and stained her dress. When 


Shafir got home and told her 


mother about it, her mother said 
““Honey, you'll be fine. It was- 
n’t that bad,” said Shafir. “Now 
we can laugh about it,” she said. 

Shafir said to start with kids 
ages 2 1/2 to 3 to offer light, 
simple consequences for not fol- 
lowing directions the first time. 


As an example, Shafir said 
that telling a child to remember 
to bring a snack for a long car 


ride will offer its own conse- 
quence if not followed. 


“Reinforce good listening 


behaviors. Parents who do not 
are training their kids not to take 
them seriously,” she said. 

Shafir said that these children 
are often misdiagnosed with 
Attention Deficit Hyperactive 
Disorder or Oppositional Defi- 
ant Disorder. 

Shafir comes to the Hallowell 
Center after 13 years at the 
Leahy Clinic. She is the center's 
only speech pathologist. She has 
a master’s degree in speech 
pathology and is certified by the 
American Speech, Language 
and Hearing Association. 

Her book is carried at Memo- 
rial Hall Library and is available 
in stores.

Lending 

a hand 
to young 
learners

HE FIRST THING Bancroft 
second-grader Christian 
Foresta asked when he 
got back from summer vacation 
was “Is Mr. B. coming back?” 
He was asking about Tom Bou- 
tureira, a senior mentor at Ban- 
croft Elementary who helps 
Christian with his schoolwork 
The two were paired last year 
as part of principal Scott Morri- 
son’s senior mentoring program, 
Alliance of Juniors and Seniors, 
or AJAS (pronounced ages) 
Boutureira comes to Bancroft 
every Monday to spend an hour 
or more with Christian. They 
start-by sharing their weekends 
and then read together or work 
on Christian’s journal. Some 
times Boutureira helps Christian 
with his spelling. When Christ 
ian has worked extra hard, Bou- 
tureira plays checkers with him 
Boutureira, 57, is retired and 
his Mondays with Christian are 
a focal point in his week. “I plan 
my life around it.” he says. Bou 
tureira says that Christian knows 
about his hobbies, his family 
and his golden retriever, India 
“It’s become a big part of me,” 
he said of his time at Bancroft 
He and Christian have a 
friendly, joking manner. “We 
have something in common,” 
Boutureira said to Christian 
“T’m 57 and you're 7.” 
“We both have 7s,” Christian 


elaborated 

Boutureira said that when he 
first saw Christian this year, he 
told him two ways that Christ- 
ian had changed. Christian said 
that there were actually three 
He was older, taller, and he had 
lost baby teeth. Christian 
smiled, showing off his fresh 
gaps. 

Boutureira doesn’t have any 
grandchildren yet. “I told my

| versity students in Fairfield, Conn. to study in Russia, Hungary | 
and the Czech Republic this year. —T ie 

Created by the National Security Educa- 
tion Act of 1991, the scholarships are intend- 
ed in part to increase Americans’ understand- 
ing of less commonly taught languages and 
cultures. In the past three years Fairfield Uni- | 
versity students have garnered three of the 
scholarships — one each year. 

In addition to increasing their knowledge : | 
of foreign cultures, the scholarship recipients | 
will be in a better position to seek jobs in the Brian J. | 
diplomatic arena. In exchange for the scholar- Gosselin 
ship, students are required to work for the 
government in a security capacity for a certain time period. | 

Brian J. Gosselin, a junior from Andover, wasn’t the typical | 
applicant for the David L. Boren Scholarship. Past recipients had | 
often majored in international studies or a related field. But Gos- 
selin believes his accounting major may have given him a leg up on | 
the competition. 

The Czech Republic is still making the transition from commu- 
nism to capitalism, Gosselin said, which prompted him to choose | 
the nation for his study 

“They're in a huge economic transition right now,” said Gos- 
selin, who will spend a semester there. He will take courses in the 
language, the history of Central and Eastern Europe, and art and 
architecture at Charles University in Prague 

Gosselin also hopes the experience and internship in a govern- 
ment agency will prepare him for a job in government. 

“I don’t want to do accounting in the traditional sense,” Gos- 
selin said. He is considering a government auditing occupation, 
such as in the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency or the US Department of Treasury. Gosselin is a 
senator with the Fairfield University Student Association and a uni- 
versity tour guide. He spent the summer interning at a real estate

It’s never too late to pick up 
an art, says Paul Burton of the 
Senior Center Art Group. But 
the painter’s stronger message is 
that it’s never too young to start, 
either.

Hybrid Electric 
Vehicles (HEV) are available 
from Honda and Toyota for 
those who think green. 

The Toyota Prius, Honda 
Civic Hybrid and Honda Insight 
are vehicles that use both gaso- 
line and electricity to run, which 
cuts down substantially on the 
amount of gas needed. Both 
companies use nickel-metal 
hydride batteries that are stored 
in a safe compartment. When 
extra power is needed for things 
like starting the car, going up a 
hill or passing, the car gets the 
energy from the battery
